DEBATE ON THE CHINESE BILL. 


The debate on the Chinese bill was 
continued to-day by Slater, of Oregon, 
who sharply criticized Hoar’s speech, 
and concrasted the records of the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties upon 
the Chinese question to the advantage 
of the latter. He also argued against 
the proposed omission of the fifteenth 
section from the bill. Hawley, of 
Connecticut, followed in opposition to 
the bill, attacking especially its pro- 
vision against Chinese naturalization 
and sundry penal features of it, which 
he likened to the machinery of the 
fugitive slave law.

ARIZONA INDIAN WAR. 


It is useless to sentimentalize over 
the situation in Arizona. The Indian 
is there, and for the fourth time within 
twelve years is on the war path. The 


- white man drove him from his hunting 


grounds and imprisoned him. He has 
broken from his keepers, and retaliates 
for the robbery and durance, upon the 
first pale face he meets. Already he 
counts four-score scalps as trophies of 
his unerring aim, and as sweet morscls 
of his revenge. Since his last raid he 
has recruited on rations furnished by 
the people, and at bis leisure whetted 
his knife for his fiendish work. He 
has gathered his ammunition while 
his keepers have slumbered and slept, 
and ere the brave, watchful guardians, 
and pets ofjthe nation and of society, 
knew anything of his intentions, the 
Indian is far away, sweeping the 
country like a besom of destruction, 
and is beyond the reach of his slow- 
moving pursuers. How ‘long is this 
to continue? Is the piety that feeds 
and arms a savage to continue 
to rule the War Department, or 
are we soon to grow sensible 
and make “good Indians” of them, 
thereby saving the lives and property 
of our people and restore peace to our 
neighboring, suffering Territories ? 

We repeat, there is no use in senti- 
mentalizing over the Apache Indian. 
He.or the white man must go to the 
wall, and the sooner we prepare to 
drive him there the sooner will the 
people of this country become human- 
itarians in fact. By right means or 
wrong means, our people are there, 
and now they must be protected. We 
cannot back down from the responsi- 
bility of the situation, but must go 
ahead, cost what it may. 

The fact that these Indians have 
been permitted to gather ammunition 
and arms while under the charge of 
the military, and to get so far away 
on their murderous raid before pursuit 
was commenced, is proof that our mil- 
itary affairs are badly managed in the 
details, and poorly officered. The 
blood of the slaughtered appeals to the 
nation for better discipline and better 
courage than that now prevailing in 
the Army of Arizona.

SHALL WE HAVE A FAIR! 


Eprtor Times: Are we to have a 
fair this fall, either agricultural or 
horticultural? It appears among the 
doubtful problems to the undersigned 
fast at this time. I have recently had 
occasion to make something of an ex- 
tended canvass of Los Angeles county, 
and in addition have extended my 
visits to adjoining territory, and I find 
a sentiment generally reverse of com- 
plimentary to Los Angeles City. In 
every community the question is asked, 
“Are your people going to do any- 
thing in regard toa fair this season ¢” 
The question is asked more in derision 
than otherwise; aud wherever one 
goes the same derisive question is 
asked, and the condition of the Horti- 
cultural Society and the loss of the 
pavilion, which cost so many thousand 
dollars, is pointed to as a pitiful com- 
mentary on the public spigit and 
generosity of the citizens of a city 
aspiring to be the commercial em- 
porium and prospective capital of 
Southern California. I confess, Mr. 
Editor, that I am weary of these ques- 
tions, and chagrined the 
awkward and humiliating facts thrust 
before me on all occasions. We are 

vinted at wherever I have been, and 
itis galling to be obliged to submit 
to the jibes and jeers on every hand 
and yet maintain a good-humored dig- 
nity, and I am constrained, in the 
same questioning spirit, to ask again, 
as I began, “Are we to have a Fair?’ 
It is generally understood that the old 
Horticultural Society has been allowed 
to fall into a sleep that knows no wak- 
ing, and the fact is commented on 
abroad to the disadvantage of Los An- 
geles; and it is further. generally be- 
lieved that the Agricultural Society 
will hold no Fair, or any kind of an 
exhibition, on their grounds this fall, 
and the reason assigned is that the 
apathy of the city of Los Angeles city 
will let everything go by de fault when 
a few hundred dollars pledged for 
premiums would make the matter a 
grand success. _[ am told that the di- 
rectors of the Agric ultural Society are 
now considering proposals from out- 
side places, and there is a strong 
og ability that the Southern District 
‘air will not be held in Los Angeles. 
With the Horticultural Pavilion torn 
down, and the Park closed for the 
season, the thousands who annually 
come to the city in the fall to attend 
the fair and spend their summers’ 
gains for their household or personal 
adornment will have to go clsewhere, 
and elsewhere be provided, I am 
quite positive. As a matter of busi- 
ness Los Angeles could well afford to 
pay $5,000 a year for the neXt three 
years toaid and encourage a thoroughly 
suqcessful Exposition, and the return 
would be a thousand fold. I am not 
one privileged to be in the secrets of 
the Agricultural Society, but I believe 
I am privileged to say quite positively 
the appearances now point very con- 
clusively to one pregnant fact, that 
unless Los Angeles bestirs itself and 
comes to the aid of this Society there 
will be no fair in this city. I should 
like to hear from others on the subject.

A Chapter With With Which Colonel 
‘Warner Disagrees. ~ 


Reed's History of Los Angeles County Excepted 
To—The Mission Fathers not so 
Bad as Painted. 


Epiron Trmes:. In your issue of he 
23d inst. you say in an article upon the 
Aborigines, that I emphatically denied 
‘the charges made by Mr. Reid against 
the Missionary Fathers. It was not my 
intention to impugn the truthfulness of 
the statement made by Mr. Reid in gen- 
eral, nor’even any particular assertion 
of his. In the conversation I had with 
you, I said I did not believe in the im- 
morality or cruelty ascribed to the Mis- 
sionary Fathers by the historian from 
whose writings you quoted in your arti- 
cle upon the Indians in your paper of 
April 19th. With little or no thought 
of who might have written the history 
to which you referred, I said that in my 
opinion the statements were slanderous 


and a libel upon the founders of the 
Missions in California; and I now re- 
peat, after a more careful reading of the 
article of the 19th instant, that judging 
from what I personally know of one, and 
from all that [jever learned from persons 
who had known many of those Missionary 
Fathers, the statements contained in 
the two last paragraphs of that article 
respecting the priests and the soldiers, 
commencing with the words, ‘‘of the 
modus operandi,’’ whether written by 
Mr. Hugh Reid (which I cannot be- 
lieve) or some other person, are a gross 
libel, and that no reliable authority can 
be produced to sustain the assertions. 
The Fathers, who left their native 
country and crossed an ocean and a con- 
tinent to found missions among savages 
far away from the abode of civilized 
man—-savages who had neither gold nor 
precious stones, or riches of any kindto 
incite cupidity, wise men, not devils, 
men of education and possessed of hu- 
man feelings; and the conduct of the 
soldiers which were stationed at the 
Missions was under the immediate eye 
of the priest, who, fon any misconduct 
on their part, could have them replaced 
by others from the garrisons.
